A bill providing for the coining of a two and one-half 
cent piece has been introduced at 
W a s h in g to n 
by 
the 
chairm an of the H ouse Com m ittee on Coinage, W e ig h ts 
and Measures. 
T he proposed coin iv to he of copper and 
to bear a medallion likeness of T h e o d o re Roosevelt. 
This is in line w ith a cam paign conducted bv the 
W o m a n ’s Roosevelt M em orial Association of New York 
for the re-issue of a two-cent coin bearin g a Roosevelt m e ­ 
dallion and the dates of his birth and death. 
I h e issuing of such a coin is su p p o rted 
by 
m a n y 
hankers, business people, departm ent store m anager* and 
housewives from the stan d p o in t of practical utility as well 
as by the th o u san d s of ad m irers of Colonel Roosevelt who 
feel that it is fitting to place his likeness on a coin which 
will touch, as he did, the everyday life of the A m erican 
citizen. 
A few have suggested that R oosevelt’s likeness be re ­ 
served for imprint upon a faire gold coin, hut it would 
seem infinately more ap p ro p ria te that a m an of the peo­ 
ple such as he was should be associated with the coins of 
ihe m a n y — the dem ocratic penny. 
Aside from the desire to ofter a tribute of r e m e m ­ 
brance to T h eo d o re Roosevelt there is need of such a coin 
as a two a n d one-half cent piece. 
’Pile lack of it is co stin g 
the public an enorm ous sum every y e a r because dealers 
pocket the half cent w hich they would not take from c u s­ 
tomers if it w ere possible to make the exact change. 
'rile small tax on petty luxuries a n d m any necessary 
com modities, the outcom e of the war, necessitates that 
the purse be full of pennies and there is considerable in­ 
convenience to both shoppers and the clerks who must he 
ready to m ake change. 
T h e congestion of purse and pocket would he reduc­ 
ed m aterially by the circulation of a two cent coin or by 
the two a n d a half cent coin, which would also cover tilt' 
half cent charge.
